The little tot told her father of the 
^treatm ent she roeeived at Shepard’s 
hands and the father In turn apprised 
the polioe. 
The prisoner insists that 
he knows nothing of the girl or what 
he did at the£ fafr grounds or whether 
he was at the 
fair grounds or not. 
But 
the little girl tells a straight 
forward story and it ¡would be next 
to Impossible for the little one to con- 
ceive snoh a tale that for wickedness 
equals the veil practioes of the popu­ 
lace of tkie desroy ed cities of Sodom 
anft Gomorrah. 
In the nature of the 
case no 
marks are necessarily left 
on the ohild. 
The charge of assault and battery 
was 
preferred against Shepard for 
want of one that would more nearly 
fit his case. 
The charge was preferred 
also with a view of protecting Shepard 
from bodily harm at the hands of an 
exoited crowd that 
gathered about

is 80 y ears old and until divorced 
about three ^ ears ago was married to 
Bessie Levi of South Harrison street in 
this city . 
He say s that up till of his arrest to­ 
day his mind has been a blank since 
early y esterday 
morning. 
The girl 
is positive that Shepard is the man 
who mistreated her. 
Shepard is a chauffeur employ ed by 
Dr. Barnum at Manilla and was for­ 
merly an actor with*cheap medicine 
shows.

to this commonly reported criminal 
practice. 
Surely inquiry in the matter, even 
if it proves fruitless, will work no 
injory or ad« l a strong burden to their 
regular work. 
The vast majority of citizens are of 
the opinion that blackmailing has been 
successfully oarried on in this county 
for y ears, but a few raise their ey es in 
mock surprise, and with a mephisto 
phelian smile play ing on their coun 
t« 'nance, declare It is merely a bng a 
boo. 
And what if it is? Will not a 
thorongh investigation turn the finger 
of suspicion back into its natural posi 
tion? 
Some there are who have said that 
a recent article in the Republican, 
which stated that local attorney s were 
probably interested in the nefarious 
practice, reflected on the entire bar of 
Rush oounty . 
It would hardly be con­ 
strued iu such a manner by any sane 
person. 
To say that a lawy er or a 
number of lawy enqwere indulging in 
such an unprofessional and criminal 
business, need not fit the feet of any 
one, save the Cinderella« of guilt.

in the "practice of law .”

This Is Superintendent Cotton’s Wo rd 
to Teachers. 
Indianapolis, Ind., September » .— 
In his first bulletin to the teachers 
of the state for the school term of 
1907 -1908 , Fassett A. Cotton, state su­ 
perintendent of public instruction, dis­ 
cussed the new standard for teachers 
and pointed out that inasmuch as the 
teacher is the school, ho or she should 
attend to every duty , however, slight, 
and not let a single opportunity go by 
without seizing upon it for the im­ 
provement of the scho o l. Regarding 
this question Superintendent Cotton 
say s: 
“ The scho o l exists for the 
child, bu L4 he teacher Is the supreme 
factor in the scho o l as an o rganizatio n. 
This cannot be w ritten too large o r 
too o ften. 
The scho o l will be Ju st as 
big, Ju st as go o d, Ju st as pro gressive, 
Ju st as su ccessfu l, Ju st as schstsrly, 
ju st as cu ltu red as the teacher. These 
new laws seem to reco gnize this. 
If 
ever o ppo rtu nity kno cked at the do o r 
o f the Indiana teacher it is kno cking 
no w. One thing he has to do , and that 
is to m ake go o d. 
This is the year o f 
all years to sho w w hat wo rk and in­ 
telligence can do. 
Su ccess no w m eans 
almost anything In the gift o f the peo­ 
ple and a pro fessio n that is secu re. 
For the first tim e in the histo ry of 
education there was 
practical unan­ 
imity for an advance in the wages and 
conditions o f teachers and an advance 
was made. 
W hether this shall co n­ 
tinue depends upon the teacher. 
At­ 
tention to duty , close stu dy of o du cftr 
tioual problems In their academic and 
professional aspects, high regard for 
the welfare o 
i the community and lofty 
ideate—these can bring another ad­ 
vance to tho calling. 
And this Is the 
message o f the departm ent to every 
teacher in the state. 
Make this year 
the best y ear lu tho histo ry o f edu ca­ 
tion ”

Terre Haute, Ind., Sept. 9.—Tho coal 
production of Indiana has increased 
with marked rapidity during the last 
decade, according to the report of the 
Geological Survey. The output in 1906 
12,092,560 short tons—was almost ex­ 
actly double that of 1899 and was more 
than three times that of 1S96. 
The 
increase In production in 1906 over 
that of 1905 was not large, compara­ 
tively. being only 197,308 tons or l.T 
per cent; but considering tho lo** of 
time due to the suspension of opera­ 
tions at nearly all of the important 
mines tor from two to three months, 
during the adjustment of the wage 
scale, the increase is significant. 
The total value of the coal product 
Increased from $12,492,255 in 1905 to 
11*,116.261 in 1906, a gain of $624,006, 
or 6 per cen t The average price per 
ton at the mines for Indiana coal in 
1906 was $1.08, against $1.06 In 1905 
Of the total production of the state, 
799,KCI tons were "Indiana block,” and 
25.476 tons were classed as cannel. 
The total number of men employed 
in the coal mines of the state in 1906 
was 20.970, who worked on an aver­ 
age of 175 days. 
In 1905 the number 
of 
employes 
reported 
was 
25,323, 
working for an average of 151 days, 
the large number of men and small 
number of working days being due to 
an unusually large number of changes 
in ownership which took place in 1905. 
because of which certain men were 
reported twice, but for two different 
periods, thus apparently Increasing 
the num ber of employes, but reduc­ 
ing the average time. 
The average 
tonnage per man in 1906 was 578.7, as 
compared with 469.7 tons In 1905 and 
553.6 urns in 1904. 
The average pro 
duct bm par day per man for th# beat 
three years ha* been I 8 la 1906, S.ll 
in 1905, and 1.13 in 1904. 
Out of the 20,970 men employed In 
the coiy mines of the state In 1906, 
15,875 were idle for an average of 63 
days, the time lost being equivalent to 
27 per cent of the timo worked. 
If 
this time had not been lost and other 
conditions had remained the same, the 
production of coal in Indiana In 1906 
would have amounted to over 16,000,- 
OOO short tons 
The coal mining industry of Indiana 
may be said to be operated on an 
eight-hour basis, 19.842 men out of 
a total of 29,970 being reported In 1906 
as working on eight-hour time. 
The 
mines which worked nine or ten hours 
are 
principally 
local, 
unimportant 
plants. 
The eastern edge of the eastern in 
terlor coal field underlies the south­ 
west portion of Indiana, the total area 
in the state embracing 6,500 square 
miles and underlying 26 different coun­ 
ties. in 14 of which at present coal la 
produced on a commercial scale. 
All 
of the coal produced in Indiana Is 
classed as bituminous coal. 
The coal 
along the ♦‘astern edge of the field is 
known as block or semi-block coal. 
It la very pure, non-coking coal, and 
derives Its name from the almost per­ 
fectly rectangular blocks into which it 
breaks, because of the pronounced 
cleavage planes which intersect each 
other nearly at right angles. 
The 
rest of the coal, distinguished locally 
as ‘•bituminous.” is classed as coking 
and gas coal, though it is not of suf­ 
ficiently high grade to compete for 
those uses with the high grade coking 
and gas coals from the East. 
As a 
steam coal I’ competes successfully 
with the A ppJachian coals where the 
freight rates are slightly in its favor. 
Cannel coal is successfully mined at 
one or two points. 
Taking the coal field as a whole, 
there are considerable areas which do 
not contain any workable coal; on the 
other hand. a large part of the field 
Is underlain by more than one work­ 
able bed. 
A number of mines work 
as high as three beds, sometimes all 
at once, sometimes 
in 
succession. 
Parts of the field axe underlain by 
nearly or quite 20 feet of workable 
coal. 
Nearly all of the commercial mines 
reach the coal by shafts at depths 
of from 50 to 450 feet, though there 
are a few slope mines and still fewer 
drift mines. 
As a whole the mines 
are well equipped with modern ma 
chinery, Including mining machines, in 
which the electric chain machines are 
in the large majority, electric motors, 
self-dumping cages, shaking screens, 
box car loaders, etc.
